There is evidecne of progress in 
southern sentiment on some of the 
great moral questions affecting the 
well-being of society, even if there is 
no great advance rd political 
tolerance and fair dealing. The 
‘saloonists of that famous winter resort, 
Jacksonville, Fla., it is stated, have 
declared that a proper regard for the 
proprieties of life makes it necessary 
that all saloon-keepers should close 
their doors on the Sabbath day, and 
refrain absolutely from the sale of 
intoxicants of any and every kind 
whatsoever on that day.” Such a 
regard for the proprieties of life“ 
among saloon men is certainly unusual, 
and is an evidence that they are not in- 
sensible to their obligations to society, 
or wholly deaf to the voice of 
conscience. 

One of the crying evils of the saloon 
has been, and is, its open and unhesi- 
tating disregard of all Sabbath observ- 
ance, its doors being thrown open at 
all hours of that day to thé lawless and 
disreputable elements of society, and 
furnishing to them the drink which 
inflames their passions and strength- 
ens them to acts of violence and out- 
rage. It would be one great step for- 
ward if the saloons of every city and 
town in the country would close their 
doors to the public upon the Sabbath 
day. There would be fewer Sabbath 
brawls, more general order and quiet 
in the community, and less offense 
against general public sentiment on 
the part of those engaged in the liquor 
taffic. It is an experiment worth try- 
ing in every community.

Uncle Sam's First Real-Estate Deal. 


The United States has acquired more 
territory by purchase than has ever 
been acquired by any other nation on 
the face of the earth. And yet the 


Constitution, in accordance with which 


our Government is supposed to act, 
contains no provision authorizing the 
acquisition of territory by purchase or 
otherwise. 

When the Constitution was framed 
an ill-defined idea prevailed, that the 
United States as then constitated—the 
territory between the waters of the 
Atlantic‘and the waters of the Missis- 
sippi, 800,000 
cient to contain all the people of all 
the world; hence, no provision was 
made for the purchase, conquest, or 
annexation of territory. 

France and Spain possessed all the 
territory from the lakes to the thirty- 
first degree of north latityde. This 
area included New Orleans, of which 
Spain was the original owner. — 

In the year 1800 New Orleans was a 
small Spanish town, and in that year 
Bonaparte completed a secret’ treaty 
with Spain, in which the vast@érritory 
west of the Mississippi WWer was 
ceded to France. The extent of the 
territory ceded was unknown. It was 
supposed to lie between the Mississippi 
and the Rocky Mountains, and was 


roughly estimated at 900, square 
| miles—one hundred thousdhd more

uare miles—was suffl- 


than the area of the United States at 
the time the Constitution was adopted. 

The French claim extended, im afi 
indefinite way, to the Pacific, and 
French explorers, trappers and mis- 
sionaries made their way to the Volom- 
bia and planted posts in the wilderness 
and on the banks of the great and then 
unknown rivers of the Northwest. They 
have left nothing, however, save a 
few French geographical names, which 
still remain. | 

America’s purchase of the French- 
American claim was Uncle Sam's first 
real-estate transaction; and, in point 
of acreage, it was the most gigantic 
deal the world ever knew. Jefferson 
obtained early knowledge chat Spain 
had ceded her possessians west of the 
Mississippi to France. At that time 
the latter country actually owned more 
territory in North America than the 
United States. France was about to 
‘engage in a war with England. Bona- 
parte wanted money, and negotiations 
for the purchase of the Louisiana ter- 
ritory commenced. 

Jefferson was President; he was a 
strict constructionist, and, construed 
strictly or otherwise, the Constitution 
contained nothing to warrant the pur- 
chase of territory or the appropriation 
of money for such purposes. 

While Jefferson was astrict construc- 
tionist, he was also a patriot anda 
statesman, and his strict-construction 
principles gave way to the supreme in- 


terest of self-defense. 
Complete control of the mouth 
of the Mississippi was  neces- 


sary to the safety of the Republic. 
The Americans had just concluded a 
seven-years’ struggle with England. 
France and England were about to en- 
gage in war; if, by the fortunes of war 
or treaty stipulations, England should 
obtain possession of New Orleans, she 
would haye control of the Mississippi, 
and in the vast and ill-defined region 
known as Louisiana, could establish 
far greater colonial possessions than 
she had lost to the Americans. 

So, to the mind of Jefferson, the 

strict constructionist, the constructive 
rights of self-defense became para- 
mount to the Constitution and supple- 
mented whatever faults of omission it 
presented on the question of the acqui- 
sition of territory. 
Thus opened up Uncle Sam’s real- 
estate deal. Bonaparte demanded 
f.1,000,000,000. Livingston offered 
f.50,000,000, Finally, after the usual 
amount of diplomatic huckstering, a 
bargain was struck, and our Govern- 
ment acquired the French interest in 
America for the sum of $15,000,000. 
When the result became known to Jef- 
ferson he is said te have exclaimed: ‘‘I 
sent the commission to purchase the 
site of a town and they have bought a 
continent.“ 


Local Politics. 


The time for the nominafion of can- 
didates for local offices has come around 
again. Republican caucusing takes 
place this evening in the various wards, 
and the city convention assembles to- 
morrow. There is the usual super- 
abundance of candidates in the field, 
and the usual proportion of poor ma- 
terial shows up from both the old par- 
ties. Voters should be on the alert, 
ready to reject the poor and select the 
good. Let them give the third and 
fourth rate men the go-by. We observe 
in the list of alleged aspirants for the 
Council, the names of several persons 
who, in the past, have been rejected 
by the people on test votes, yet they 
serenely come to the front again, seek- 
ing to get in by “‘pure*gall.”’ Let them 
be elected to stay at home, and the 
public interests will be benefited.

The meals of Charlemagne consisted 
never of more than four courses, and 
his favorite dishes were eggs and Toast 
meat, particularly venison, which was 
served on long spits by his foresters. 
Luther preferred Torgau beer and 
bock to all other beverages. As a 
young man Melancthon was very fond 
of barley soup, and he would often ex- 
change a diet of meat for a bowl of 
barley soup. Small fish, vegetables, 
and all kinds of farinaceous food he 
liked, but large tish and meat he dis- 
liked, and he hated all publie meals or 
drinking bouts.
